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Professors Wallace and J. J. McKenzie were requested to 


act as an Investigating Committee to report to the President 
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respecting the various applications and the propriety of 


the loans thatower 
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ward and in cases where the 
amount of the loan did not exceed 3100. the Chairman of 
the Board was authorized to deal with the matter without 
bringing the full Board together, where he approved of the 


report made to him by Professors Wallace and McKenzie as 
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the Investigating Committee and he was authorized to pass 
orders upon the Treasurer of the Memorial Punds for the 


loans so made. 
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
